| He Wasn't Horsing Around 


In 1939, Sioux Indian chiefs asked sculptor Korezak 
Ziolkowski (pronounced KOR-shack jewel-CUFF-ski) 
to carve a memorial to their great leader Crazy Horse. 
Nine years later, Korezak and a team of workers began 
turning an entire mountain in the Black Hills of South 
Dakota into a 563-foot-tall statue of the chief. 

Korezak worked on it for 35 years until his death 
in 1982. Then his wife and seven of their 10 children 
took over. On June 8, 1998, they celebrated the project’s 
50th anniversary by unveiling Crazy Horse’s completed 
rock face. They don’t know when the full statue will 
be completed, but when it is, it will be the largest 
sculpture in the world. 































Artists Coosje (pronounced COSE-ya) van 
Bruggen and her husband, Claes (pronounced 
Closs) Oldenburg, each carry a notebook in 
which they write down ideas and make sketches. 
When a book fills up, the artists tear out their 
favorite pages and rip the book in half. If the 
two ever lose their old papers, however, they 
can always find some in Lincoln, Nebraska. 
The couple’s 1996 sculpture, Torn Notebook, is 
a nearly 22-foot-tall copy of one of their ripped 
spiral journals, with huge metal sheets of paper 
scattered across a garden. The giant words on 
the pages are copies of Claes’ and Coosje’s 
actual handwritten notes and include phrases 
inspired by the Nebraska landscape, such as

Actually, they 
were the stars of an art project called Surrounded Islands. 
Using anchors, husband-and-wife artists Christo and 
Jeanne-Claude attached a total of 6.5 million square feet of 
pink water-resistant fabric along the islands’ coastlines. The 
material extended 200 feet into the water. 

The artists, who paid for the project with their own 
money, wanted to draw people’s attention to the beauty of 
the environment. When Surrounded Islands’ two weeks 
were up, Christo and Jeanne-Claude made sure the islands 
were returned to their natural state. In fact, the coastlines 
were in better shape than they had been in a while—crews 
picked up 40 tons of garbage from the islands before the 
project began, including refrigerator doors, kitchen sinks, 
and an abandoned boat. 





























This $an’t a Troll-Free Bridge 


Underneath the Aurora Bridge in the Fremont section of Seattle, 
Washington, lives an 18-foot-tall troll. The concrete Fremont Troll was 
created in 1990 by artists Steve Badanes, Will Martin, Donna Walter, and 
Ross Whitehead. The creature clutches a real Volkswagen Beetle in his left 
hand and stares at passersby with his one bulging chrome eye. 

The troll attracts lots of tourists, such as the guy above. Plus, every 
Halloween he is the host of a large neighborhood party called Trollaween, 
which features art exhibits and performances. People who live near the 
Aurora Bridge say the troll knows everything that goes on in Seattle. 








In May 1974, Texas millionaire Stanley Marsh 3 asked a group of San 
Francisco artists, called Ant Farm, to create a public artwork on one of his 
wheat fields outside Amarillo, Texas. Since the grain reminded the artists of 
dolphins and waves, the group half-buried 10 old Cadillacs nose-down in the 
dirt so that their fins (the cars’ pointed ends) angled toward the sky. 
Visitors to Cadillac Ranch were encouraged to leave “souvenirs” behind in 
the form of spray-painted messages on the cars. 

In 1997, Stanley moved the sculpture because the city limits of Amarillo 
had grown too close. Workers reburied the 10 rusting cars—eight are

Weldon trained as an artist before he 
| became a police officer 10 years ago. 
| He joined the Detective Bureau’s 
| Artist Unit in 1994. Now, instead of 
patrolling the streets, he talks with 
people who have witnessed a crime. As - 
they give him a detailed description of 
the criminal they saw, Weldon draws 
the perpetrator’s face. The end result— 
called a composite—might not be as 
accurate as a photograph, but it’s 
still very useful in tracking down 
lawbreakers. 

We teamed up with Weldon to make 
a composite drawing. We chose an 
innocent Hollywood movie star as our 
subject—but we didn’t tell Weldon 
who she was. First, we picked out pho- 
tographs of criminals who look like our 
celebrity, to give him a start. Then 
Detective Ryan began drawing. We 
told him what features to change as 
he went along.

Most people keep their hands off the artwork 
when they’re at a museum. Victoria Robinson 
tracked down some criminals who not only touched 
the paintings, but also walked off with them. 





The biggest unsolved art theft in history occurred at 
1:15 am on March 18, 1990, when two men disguised 
as police officers left the Isabella Stewart Gardner 
Museum in Boston, Massachusetts, with artwork 


The Missing Mona Lisa valued at $200-300 million. 


The FBI took charge of the case, and a promising 
clue turned up when an FBI clerk spotted one of the 
stolen paintings through his neighbor’s living-room 
window. When detectives came to the house, the door 
opened and a woman said, “I’ve been waiting for 
you.” Pointing to the painting, she added, “It’s a 
copy.” She explained that she knew someone would 
eventually see her copy and “turn her in.” The FBI 
went back to the drawing board. 


Munch Break 


In the early morning hours of February 12, 1994, 
four men climbed in a window of the National 
Gallery in Oslo, Norway, and quietly made off with 
The Scream (left) by Norwegian artist Edvard 
Munch. The window had no alarm, and according to 
one report, the robbers left behind a postcard that 
read, THANKS FOR THE POOR SECURITY.

In 1911, a man disguised as a museum employee hid 
inside the Louvre Museum in Paris, France, until clos- 
ing time and then slipped out with the world’s most 
famous painting, Leonardo DaVinci’s Mona Lisa 
(above). The painting remained missing for two years, 
until the thief, Vincenzo Perugia, tried to sell the mas- 
terpiece to an antiques dealer. The dealer took one look 
at the painting and called the police. Vincenzo turned 
himself in and the painting was returned to the Louvre. 








Apparently they hadn’t noticed the outdoor 
surveillance camera pointed directly at the window. 
Three months later, police tracked down the paint- 
ing, valued close to $65 million, and the four thieves 
were sent to prison. One of them must be a big fan 
of Munch’s work: In 1988 he had stolen another 
Munch painting, The Vampire. Now he has plenty of 
time to think about which Munch painting would 
look nicer in his jail cell.

In the 1930s, Han van Meegeren’s painting career was 
going nowhere. Then the Dutchman discovered his true 
talent: forgery. He learned to imitate the work of the 
famous 17th-century Dutch painter, Jan Vermeer. Han 
used only colors Vermeer would have used, and he even 
found ways to make his paintings look very old. The results 
were So convincing that critics praised the fakes as long- 
lost Vermeers, and museums bought them up. 


Han was found out when one of his fakes was discovered in 
a Nazi art collection after World War II. He was arrested 
for treason—for selling a Dutch national treasure to the 
Nazis. To escape the charge, he confessed that the painting 
was a forgery. The police didn’t believe him, so paints were 
| brought to his jail cell, and he proved his claim by painting 
a “new” Vermeer, just for them.
